London, Aug. 25. — The blue book just 
published contains dispatches dealing 
with aHitirs in Armenia during 1895 and 
1896. Dispatches are published showing 
that S i r Phillip Currie, British minister 
to Turkey, in December, 1804, informed 
the Earl of Kimberley, then secretary of 
state for foreign affairs, that the Sultan 
was preparing to strike it terrible blow 
against the Armenians in Zeitoun or 
Marashi 

In an editorial commenting upon the 
blue book on the Venezuelan question 
the Times says : " We presume that 
the government's object in issuing the 
blue book containing exclusively Dr. 
Schomburgk's reports and letters rela- 
tive to tho boundary mission stations 
from 1841 to 184-1, was for the purpose of 
refuting the Venezuelan allegations rela- 
tive to thealteration and extension of the 
Schomburgk line, twenty years after his 
death. The blue book disposes of these 
myths very completely, thus confuting 
and, it may be hoped, silencing imputa- 
tions which ought never to have been 
made against Great Britain." 

A despatcti to the Standard from 
Home says: " Premier Rudini lias had a 
long conference with the representatives 
of foreign countries here, and it is pro- 
bable that an Italian man-of-war will be 
sent to Brazil." 

The Turkish government has definitely 
accepted, with a few modifications, the 
proposals of the powers for the future 
government of Crete. They are as fol- 
lows : 1st. The nomination of a 
Christian governor of Crete, who 
shall serve for a term of live 
years under a guarantee from the powers. 
2nd. Economic autonomy, with the pay- 
ment of a tribute to the Sultan. 3rd. 
The reorganization of the gens d'armes 
by European officers. 4th. The in- 
dependence of the judiciary of Crete by 
the creation of a high court at Canea. 

The decree which it is stated Captain- 
General Weyler will shortly issue pro- 
hibiting the grinding of the coming su- 
gar crop in Cuba, will also forbid the 
gathering of the coffee crop. 

According to the World, the betrothal 
of Queen Wilhehnina of the Nether- 
lands to Prince Bernard of Saxe- Weimar 
will be announced in .September. 

Noticing the report that the Czarina is 
to remain at Balmoral as the guest of 
(iueen Victoria, while the Czar is in 
Paris, the Au tori to says : "If this re- 
port is true France will he face to face 
with an event of enormous gravity, the 
consequence of which will be incalcul- 
able." 

It is rumored that tho entire Italian 
legation will he withdrawn from Kio 
Janeiro in consequence of the recent 
political conflicts in San Paulo between 
the Italians and the Brazilians. 



SUICIDE STORY DENIED. 

No Truth In the Story That Captain-General 
Weyler Forced a Lieutenant to 
That Alternative. 

New York, Aug. 25.— A special to tho 
Herald from Havana Bays: " Tho report 
recently published in which it was stat- 
ed that Gen. D. Frederico Ochando, of 
tho Spanish army in Cuba, had an en- 
counter with swords with Capt.- General 
Weyler in the palace in Havana is un- 
true. It was Bitid that while General 
Ochando was away from Havana his 
nephew, a Spanish lieutenant, was 
summoned to tho palace and that 
Captain-General Weyler accused him 
of being in correspondence with the in- 
surgents. According to the report the 
lieutenant was then given tho choice of 
a courtinartial or suicide, and that he 
chose the latter and sbot himself. This, 
it was stated, caused tho encounter be- 
tween General Weyler and General 
Ochando. General Ochando'n nephew 
tlied of yellow fever and the General was 
at his bedside when his death came. He 
was never accused of disloyalty. General 
Weyler and Senor Palmerio, secretary of 
the general government in Cuba, and 
Beveral other palace officials attended the 
young man's funeral.

— Alfred George 
Whitehead, the Irish-American political 
prisoner who was released from Port- 
land prison last week and who arrived 
here yesterday, became completely de- 
ranged after seeing li is mother and dis- 
appeared soon afterwards. Searchers 
scoured the neighborhood all night, and 
to-day he was found in a village near 
this place and he was brought back 
here. 

London, Aug. 25. — The health of John 
Daly, who was released from Portland 
prison last Friday, where he was incar- 
cerated for life iii 1888, having been sen- 
tenced for complicity in an alleged plot 
to blow tip the House of Commons, 
in said to be improving. It was declar- 
ed when ho was first leleased that he 
might be a hopeless invalid for the re- 
mainder of his days. Daly has gone to 
Paris lor treatment by a celebrated phy- 
sician. His brother, James Daly, who 
made a 'small fortune in Australia, will 
caro for him in the future. 

Dublin, Aug. 25.— The Kilkenny 
Journal, commenting upon the release 
of John Daly, tho Irish political prison- 
er, from Portland prison, says: "The 
Red Indian torture of captives is 
humane when compared with the tor- 
ture indicted upon Daly in England." 
Continuing tho periodical refers to the 
allusions in the Queen's speech to the 
outrages in Armenia, and adds: "The 
Queen can find nearer homo more vent 
for her hyprocitical tears than among 
tho Kurds," and asks: " Where is 
tho Queen's clemency? Daly was re- 
leased a few months beforn death would 
have released him and three others have 
been driven mad by tortures in penal 
servitude, compared with which Siberi- 
an exile is drawing-room imprisonment. 
This is the way Victoria wishes to sig- 
nalize her record reign. She would not 
have been a loss to the victims of her 
brutal rule in Ireland if she had gone 
years ago. At tho present moment sho 
knows she is standing in the way of 
those who wish to see her in her royal 
sepulchre, and sho Iiiib neither the grace 
to abdicate nor tho humanity to open 
her prisons to Irishmen until they pro- 
cede her on tho voyage from which none 
return,"

Those members of the city council 
who were of opinion that the new Min- 
ister of Public Works, Hon. Mr. Tarte, 
would grant a ready accpuiescence to the 
completion of the pile bridge across the 
Arm have found themselves mistaken. 
A letter has been received from the De- 
partment of Public Works, Ottawa, not 
only refusing to agree to a dissolution of 
the injunction stopping the completion 
of the bridge, but expressing surprise at 
the style of structure the council had 
thought of erecting. This corres- 
pondence was discussed at the pri- 
vate meeting of the city council on Mon- 
day night, but the meeting adjouined till 
yesterday afternoon without coming to 
any decision. It ia understood that the 
Department of Public Works takes the 
view that the bridge should be a steel 
and stone strueture^with two spans 100 
feet wide, so us not to interfere with na- 
vigation, 

Before the meeting adjourned on Mon- 
day night it was suggested by one al- 
derman, a supporter of the present Do- 
minion government, that Dr. Milne and 
Mr. Templetnan, the two defeated can- 
didates in the last general election, 
should be invited to attend the meeting 
next day to .see whether they could as- 
sist the council with the Dominion gov- 
ernment. This suggestion was looked 
upon as a joke by others of the al- 
dermen, but to their surprise when 
the council met yesterday afternoon Dr. 
Milne was found to he present by invita- 
tion, Mr. Templetnan being out of town. 

This presence of an outsider and the 
introduction of politics appeared to Aid. 
Tiarks anil Aid. Partridge as undignified 
and unbecoming, so by way of protest 
they refused to nave any thine to do with 
the meeting and withdrew. As Aid. 
Williams was out of town and Aid. 
Glover was absent, there only remained 
at the meeting the Mayor and Aid. Mac- 
millan, Cameron, Humphrey, Marchant 
and Wilson. It is understood that the 
result of tho conference was that 
the Mayor was requested to 
telegraph" ;to Hon. Mr. Tarte 
asking permission to go ahead 
with the pile bridge, and Dr. Milne was 
asked to wire to the government in the 
hope that he could influence them 
against the advice of the skilled en- 
gineer. 

The statement was made by an alder- 
man at the meeting on Monday night 
that the Messrs. Dunsmuir were getting 
tired of the city using the railway 
bridge. As a matter of fact, however, 
the E. & N. Railway Company have not 
forwarded any communication of this 
nature to the city. The public, how- 
ever, who use tho bridge have good 
reason to feel tired at tho niggardly 
manner in which the city has placed tho 
double planking on tho roadway, 
to comply with the requirements 
of the owners of the bridge. The 
roadway planked is not wide enough to 
allow of two vehicles passing on the 
bridge. In consequence if two wagons 
aproach, one at cither end of/ho bridge, 
tho watchman has to decide which one 
is to have the precedence. As may bo 
imagined this causes long delays 
frequently in tho busy hours of the 
day, the loss the public sustains being 
very great in comparison with tho 
paltry sum that would have completed 
a proper roadway.

As for the attend- 
ance it is a foregone conclusion that dur- 
ing some of tho days Vancouver will lie 
taxed to her utmost to accommodate her 
guests. 

The number of entries for the carnival 
meet insures its being the biggest 
race meet ever held in Vancouver 
and probably in the province. Mr. 
Stanley's Reno is exercising on the 
track. Several other Victoria horses are 
entered. 

The C.VV.A. local committee met to- 
night and made final arrangements for 
the race meet during carnival week. 
W. Mcintosh, champion in class D (forty- 
five miles) for Canada, is on his was to 
the coast. He baa been telegraphed to 
attend the carnival here, and will no 
doubt be on hand. 

The Vancouver city council last night 
passed the following resolution : " Hav- 
ing carefully considered the route of the 
proposed Vancouver and Victoria Past- 
ern Railway and Xavigation Co., and 
being fully aware of the benetit the said 
railway will be to the people of thiscity, 
in giving them direct communication 
with the trade that iB already establish- 
ed in the great mining districts of 
Similkaineen, Rock Creek, Kettle River, 
Boundary Creek and Kootenay, a 
trade which is now one of 
the greatest in Canada and will 
increase every year as the mines are 
developed and the country is opened up. 
Under the present conditions the mer- 
chants of this city cannot compete with 
the merchants of Spokane owing to the 
lack of direct railway communication, 
consequently this trade is lost to Canada 
ami is monopolized by the people of the 
United States : 

■' Be it therefore resolved : That we 
fully approve of the construction of the 
said railway and respectfully ask that a 
charter be granted and every encourage- 
ment possible be given to the said com- 
pany, so that the said road may be built 
at the earliest possible date and that, a 
copy of this resolution be sent to the lo- 
eil legislature and the Dominion gov- 
ernment." 

A resolution was also passed endors- 
ing the resolution of the Kraser river 
farmers on government dyking. 

T. Spain, British Columbia's cham- 
pion wheel rider, will not be able to take 
part in the coming carnival meet. For 
a long time he has hail a sore foot, 
which was getting better when he fell of]' 
bis wheel and hurt his knee, an abscess 
forming on the wound. 

Since the Point Ellice disaster Van- 
eouverites have been very nervous over 
their bridges and wharves, and in many 
eases the council hesitate to make re- 
pairs or investigate when requested todo 
so owing to their fear of acknowledging 
responsibility or the possibility of con- 
struing any action of theirs into an ac- 
knowledgment of responsibility. They 
wish the public to be careful of the 
wharves during the aquatic sports but 
ilo not like to sound any emphatic warn- 
ing or take decided steps in the matter. 
After the Victoria calamity, part of tne 
bridge over Coal harbor was taken up to 
pass a pile driver through. It has been 
stated that the Btringera were not re- 
placed when the bridge was repaired, 
and one teamster refused to cross the 
bridge owing to its being, in his opinion, 
unsafe. The city engineer is to examine 
the bridge and pronounce on its safety. 

The Kraser River Mining and Dredg- 
ing prooerty was sold by auction yester- 
day and bought in by Mr. Ueimeck, sec- 
retary of the company, for $2,550. 

A big bush fire has been raging for 
several days in proximity to the Royal 
Oak hotel. The conflagration originated 
from a small camp lire and it has now 
grown beyond control. 

Dr. Gatewood has been taken to the 
hospital very ill with typhoid fever. 

Tho funeral of the late William Brown, 
assistant general freight agent of the 0, 
P.R., which took place on Sunday lust, 
was one of the largest ever held in Van- 
couver. The floral tributes were very 
numerous and were tastefully arranged 
by kind friends. All tho vessels and 
many private residences floated flags at 
half-mast. Among those present were 
Messrs. R. Marpole and Robert Iver. The 
remains wero first taken to St. Andrew's 
church, where a very impressive funeral 
service took place ao follows : Funeral 
march on the organ; hymn, " A few 
more years shall roll " ; reading; hymn, 
" Brief life is here our portion" ; address 
by Rev. P. D. McLaren; solo, "He 
wipes the tears from every eye" ; prayer ; 
Handel's dead march. The friends then 
viewed the body for the last time. 
Among those who sent floral tributes 
were Mr. and Mrs. G. L, Courtney, Vic- 
toria; D. R. Ker, Victoria; the Victoria 
Telegraph office, " ,'JO " ; Mr. Brett, Vic- 
toria; C. S. Baxter, Victoria; Mr. Chris- 
tie, Victoria; Mr. Martin, Victoria ; and 
G. A. Carleton, Victoria.

The body was that of a 
large-sized man, hut was so decomposed 
that it was unrecognizable. Dr. Pool, 
at the coroner's inquest which was at 
once held, stated that the body had been 
dead over a month, that there was no 
marks of violence and the body had been 
that of a healthy person. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of "accidentally 
drowned."

LAST OF THE SOCKEYE. 

Drowned In the Dyke— Roughand-Tumble 
Fight—The Salmon Season Extension 
— Packing for China. 

Stevkston, Aug. 24. — The sockeyo has 
departed, most of the boats returning 
empty after making a drift or two 
Sunday night. The past week was rife 
with stirring events. 

On Thursday at an early hour the 
body of Harry WoJds, of New Westmin- 
ster, was found drowned in the dyke, 
having fallen and struck his head, on 
his way home in a very thick fog which 
prevailed the night before. 

At about S :;-i0 a.m., a rough-and-tum- 
ble fight took (dace on Monekton street, 
in which four persons partici- 
pated, one of the principals being 
badly kicked in -the face whilst the other 
was bitten in tiie face and leg and had 
some of his lingers nearly chewed off. 
All the parties were arrested and the fol- 
lowing day were lined respectively $200 
and costs or six months, $100 and costs 
or three months, and the other two $L'f> 
each or a month— the lirst for resisting 
and assaulting the constable twice, $100 
for each offence. 

In the afternoon one of the stages ran 
away up Main, along Monekton and into 
the sidewalk on the next street, smash- 
ing the pale and harness badly, but not 
doing much damage otherwise.

No person shall carelessly or negli- 
gently ride or drive a bicycle upon or along any 
public street or highway, or at a rate of speed 
faster than eight miles per hour over or upon any 
street crossing or intersection, nor at any timo 
without having a warning bell or whistle which 
must bo Bounded while approaching and passing 
over a street crossing or Intersection, or when 
approaching pedgstrians who may he on or 
pausing over the roadway of any street. 

Sec. 2. No person shall ride or drive a bicycle 
upon or along the sidewalk of tiny public street 
or highway within the City. 

Sec. 3. Any person u'ing or propelling a bicy- 
cle shall keep to the left of the centre of tho 
road, and when passing any other bicycle or 
vehicle other than a tram-car, travelling in an 
opposite direction, shall pass to the left of such 
bicycle or vehicle.

ENGLTSH W ENGLAND. 

Mr. Henry Watierson, an able Amer- 
ican journalist, does not admire the way 
in which the English people styeak Eng- 
lish, lie is evidently of opinion that 
Americans speak better English than 
the natives of England, lie says in one 
of his letters that "Neither in accentua- 
tion, punctuation nor tone can the Eng- 
lish speak English." This is a very 
sweeping condemnation, and there will 
be some, we have no doubt, who will 
question the competency of the critic to 
form a correct opinion of the purity of 
the English spoken by the English- 
speaking people of any country. Un- 
educated people in the United States 
speak quite as bad English as unedu- 
cated people in Great Britain. The 
accent and tone of the inhabitants of 
many of the States of the Great 
Eepublic are most unpleasant to 
those who arc not accustomed to 
them, and it may lie questioned 
whether the man who has for the greater 
part of his life heard nothing but Am- 
erican English can be a very good judge 
of the purity in tone and accent of the 
English spoken by the people of Eng- 
land. It is, in fact, very bard to form 
an opinion as to what is really the 
proper way to speak English. We are 
all very apt to think that those who 
speak English in a way difl'erent from 
that to which we have been accustomed, 
speak it badly. This tendency may, un- 
consciously to himself, have influenced 
Mr. Watterson's judgment. 

It will, we think, be found that there 
is very little difference in the way in 
which really well educated men and wo- 
men speak English, whethei they are 
born in England or Canada, or Australia 
or the United States. Provincialisms 
stick to most men who have not been 
thoroughly trained and who have not al- 
ways associated with well educated peo- 
ple. Habit is too much fur men gener- 
ally, and very many use expressions 
which they know to be ungram matical , 
and pronounce words inaccurately when 
they know perfectly well what is the 
correct pronunciation. It should not be 
forgotten in criticising spoken Eng- 
lish that a " touch of the brogue " and 
" honest broad Scotch " are not regarded 
as " bad English." They are, indeed, 
looked upon as rather the reverse, and 
are cultivated by those who could easily 
got rid of them if they were so inclined. 
But generally provincialisms should be 
carefully avoided, and a plain, unaffected 
way of speaking English cultivated. 
Our private opinion is that Canadians 
apeak as good English on the whole as 
any English-speaking community in the 
world. 



THE SALMON SEASON. 

\V« cannot see why fault should be 
found with the Minister of Marine and 
Eisheries for having extended the 
salmon fishing Beason. It has always 
Beemed to us absurd that the fishing 
BeaBon should bo closed on a certain day, 
as if the salmon regulated their move- 
ments by the almanac. The salmon run 
laBts a limited number of days, not 
differing greatly in any year, and it 
seems to as that the open season should 
be continued as long as the salmon con- 
tinue to run. By such an arrangement 
the canners and fishermen would 
be benetited, and the salmon fishery 
would not be injured in the least. It 
cannot bo told beforehand on what day 
the run will commence, and con- 
sequently no one can predict the day on 
which it will ceaso. It should bo left to 
the authorities on the spot to decide 



AN ENGLISH ENTEBPJilSE. 

London is soon to have the first un- 
derground electric railway in the world. 
This road was projected some years ago, 
and a bill to authorize its construction 
waa carried through Parliament, but 
want of funds prevented the company 
going on with the work. But the money 
has been raised, and the road will be- 
fore very lone become an accomplished 
fact. This road is to be ten miles long, 
and will tap all the great arteries of 
travel. It will be in some places fifty 
feet from the surface, and in others one 
hundred feet. The passengers are to be 
raised to the surface on immense eleva- 
tors, each having a carrying capacity of 
250 persons. Forty traiiiB an hour are 
to be run, and the schedule time for the 
ten-mile run is to be fifteen minutes, 
including fourteen stoppages. Every 
precaution ia to be taken to 
prevent accidents. The safety of 
the passengers id assured by having two 
tunnels, one for the up and the other for 
the down traffic. Forty trains in the 
hour are to be run. Ten of these, morn- 
ing and evening, will be workmen's 
trains, for which the fare for the round 
trip will be two pence. The traffic to 
make such a road pay must be simply 
immense, but the traflic of London is 
now so regular that calculations for an 
enterprise ot this kind can be made with 
almost mathematical accuracy. This 
project i.s nut a mere speculative one. It 
is now being carried out energetically 
"Twenty-three forces of workmen are 
now being engaged on the tunnels, a 
gigantic task which will involve the ex 
penditure of several millions of pounds, 
and will bo completed next summer." 
When an English company commences 
' a work like this the energy and the 
pluck which it displays are something 
wonderful to contemplate. 

WASTED SYMPATHY. 

Our neighbors across the line may in 
time find out that Canadians are per 
fectly contented with their position and 
prospects as British subjects. They 
have no desire for independence, neither 
are they pining for political union with 
the United States. They have Home 
Rule in its perfection, and they eee no 
cause in this matter of self-government 
to envy the citizens of the United 
States. When they look across the 
border they see very little in either the 
social or political condition of the people 
to envy. It was believed some time ago 
that from an economic point of view 
Americans were bctteroff, man for man, 
than Canadians. This, peopleon this side 
of the line are beginning to see, was a 
mistake. They find that thousands of 
Canadians who went South some years 
ago with the hope of bettering their con 
dition would to-day have been better of! 
if they had staid at home. The United 
States, it is now pretty well known in 
Canada, is not a paradise for farmers 
or mechanics or laboring men of any 
occupation. They see that men must 
work hard, live bard, and get on slowly, 
if they get on at all, in the States 
well as in Canada, and they find that it 
is pleaaanter in many ways to live under 
the old Union .Jack than under the Stars 
and Stripes. 

There is consequently in Canada no 
party which lias Independence for its 
aim, and Annexation is not so much as 
talked about. This may appear strange 
t ; some of our sympathizing neighbor 
who consider Canada's problem " per- 
plexing ami rather gloomy." Reflecting 
Canadians consider the perplexity and 
the gloom are on the southern side of tin 
line. Here we are not threatened with 
financial ruin by a silver question, and 
out politicians do not attempt to attacl 
the most cherished of our institutions. 
Bryan would be simply an impossibility 
in Canada, and bis friend and 
co-laborer, Coxey, would lie 
sent to rave and rant with 
other lunatics. There is no element in 
this country out of which a Populist 
party could bo formed. If Simpson the 
Sockless had remained in Canada, where 
he was born, be would most, likely be to 
day a quiet, bard-working farmer who 
if he kept himself under restraint might 
have become a member of one of our pro 
vincial legislatures and perhaps in time 
found his way to the parliament of tin 
Dominion. But under the sobering in 
fluence of Canadian social and political 
life he would have continued clothed and 
in his right mind. Political and social 
cranks who flourish in the United States 
would bo out of their element in Can- 
ada, for the simple reason that they 
would find here no material to work 
upon. 

It is easy to see that there is a danger- 
ous class in the United States which is 
every year becoming more powerful, 
and for some reason or other the social 
and political condition of the Republic 
is favorable to its growth. What to do 
with this class, how it is to be prevent 
ed from doing mischief to the institu- 
tions of the country, of debasing them, 
and of making them instruments of de 
moralization, instead of being as they 
were intended to bo, the means of keep- 
ing the people in an orderly and thriv- 
ing condition, is a problem infinitely 
more perplexing than any which the 
Canadian legislator and philanthropist 
has to consider, In Canada the patriotic 



public man has to study how to help the 
people to do well ; in the United States 
the main object of hiB solicitude ia ito 
prevent a very large and a very ener- 
getic class from doing irreparable mis- 
chief to the State. It will have to be ad- 
mitted that the outlook for such a man 
in the United States is to-day very 
gloomy indeed. 

VENEZUELA. * 

The Venezuela difficulty has for some 
time been getting small by degrees and 
beautifully less, until now it is likely to 
disappear altogether. Lord Salisbury's 
objection to submitting the claims of the 
British to arbitration appeared at first 
very Btrong indeed. But reflection seems 
to have convinced him that the strip of 
oun try in dispute was not worth con- 
tending for. Besides, it is more than 
likely that the decision of capable and 
impartial arbitrators will be as favorable 
as the most exacting Briton could wish. 
The British case appears to be a very 
strong one, and the stronger it is the 
less risk there is in submitting the Ven- 
ezuela boundary question to arbitration. 
The point on which Lord Salisbury held 
out the longest was allowing the part of 
Guiana that hail been settled by British 
subjects to be included in the territory 
to be arbitrated upon. The British Pre- 
mier considered that the nation at all 
risks was bound to protect these settlers, 
but it seems that there are very few of 
them on the disputed territory and that 
the [iroperty they hold is not worth a 
great deal, so that even if they have to 
he compensated for any loss they may 
sustain by the award of the arbitrators 
the expense will be a comparative trifle. 
Late despatches contain the information 
that the British Government have given 
way on this point and have expressed 
their willingness tu submit the? whole 
territory without reservation to arbitra- 
tion. The decision seems to be a wise 
one. Settling the question by arbitra- 
tion, whatever the award may be, is 
wiser, more humane and better in every 
way than either to allow it to remain 
open or to settle it by war. A single 
expedition would cost the nation more 
than the whole territory is worth, to say 
nothingof the difficulties and complica- 
tions to which war with Venezuela 
might, and probably would, give rise. 

THE BYE-ELECTIONS. 

The two bye-elections yesterday re- 
sulted favorably to the Government. 
The contest in both constituencies seeuiB 
to have been sharp. In North Grey par- 
ticularly the Government were obliged 
to strain every nervo to get their man 
returned. If Mr. Laurier could make up 
bis mind to appoint a Minister of the 
Interior bis Government would be com- 
plete and he would be able to show the 
country what a Government of nil the 
talents can do.

At Rev. Dr. Campbell's residence, 
corner of Cook and Chatham streets, 
this evening, an ice-cream social and 
garden party will be given, under the 
management of the Ladies' Aid Society 
of the First Presbyterian church.

The latter was badly 
punished in the encounter, as a result of 
which Zacharis was fined $5 with $5 
costs in the police court yesterday. 

A telegram to Mr. Thomas Garvin 
brought the sad news last evening of the 
death of his brother James, which oc- 
curred on the Hth of last month in South 
Africa, diphtheria being the cause of 
death. The deceased was well known 
and much liked throughout British Col- 
umbia, where he had made many friends 
during the C.P.R. construction. Me 
was a genial, whole-souled fellow, who 
never went back on a friend or refused a 
helping hand to those in hard luck, 

A petition was died yesterday on be- 
half of Charles Frederick Taylor, of 8 
Edmonton street, asking for a divorce 
from his wife, whoso maiden name was 
Ann Smith and to whom the petitioner 
was married in Victoria on December 1, 
1893. The petitioner alleges improper 
behavior on the part of the respondent 
and claims that for several days she 
lived over the London saloon, the co- 
respondent named being A. Synn. 
Damages to the extent of $1,000 are 
claimed. Mr. J. P. Walls is acting as 
counsel for the petitioner. 

The congregation and friends of St. 
Barnabas church are to he congratulated 
upon the appointment of their new 
choirmaster, Mr. J. C. M. Keith, who is 
well known in local musical circles, hav- 
ing been connected with Christ church 
and St. Andrew's (R.C.) cathedral choirs 
and also a prominent member of the 
Arion Club. Mr. Keith enters upon his 
duties Friday evening, and under his 
able leadership the bright and hearty, 
yet reverent services for which this 
church is noted, will become more than 
ever a cause of satisfaction to those who 
worship there. Mr. H. I'. Johnson now 
assumes the position of organist; he is 
an old friend of this mission church, 
having had its interests at heart from 
its commencement, and he, too, will be 
warmly welcomed by the congregation. 

Ballooning, which not many years 
ago was looked upon by the genera! pub- 
lic as a variety of circus performance 
and nothing more, has now established 
itself as an important branch of naviga- 
tion worthy of more than the [Kissing at- 
tention of scientists. The balloon and 
the parachute already have their recog- 
nized place in military operations, while 
Prof. Andree'a project of making his 
way to the long Hought pole by balloon 
has greatly interested the entire civilized 
world in the possibility of long distance 
icrial cruising. Victorians have not, 
strange to say, had the pleasure of wit- 
nessing a balloon ascension for more 
than ten years, while a parachute jump 
has never yet been made in the near 
neighborhood of the city. For these 
reasons as much as because of the nov- 
elty, there will undoubtedly be an im- 
mense crowd at Oak Bay this afternoon 
to see the unique entertainment pro- 
vided by Prof. Frank Miller. He makes 
his ascension from in front of the Mount 
Baker hotel at -1 o'clock, and being a 
daring as well as an experienced icron- 
aut guarantees to attain an altitude of at 
least 3,000 feet— ho may reach 7,000 feet 
— before entrusting himself to the para- 
chute. Every detail of the exhibition 
has been carefully attended to, and for 



the accommodation of the public a ten- 
minute tramcar service has been prom- 
ised. The sight is one which there are 
few opportunities to witness, and the 
exhibition is entirely free to the public 

Edouard Remknyi, the great Hun- 
garian violinist, has recently added an- 
other gem to his collection of lino and 
noted violins, baying bought the cele- 
brated "Duke" Guanari'js, owned by 
Hill, of London, England, paying for it 
the sum of $11,500. The " Titan," which 
Mr. Reraenyi uses in his concerts, is val- 
ued at .$8,000. 

Soon after nine o'clock last night the 
firemen received an alarm by telephone 
and another through box 01, calling 
them to the B. 0. cold storage establish- 
ment on Store street, where in the boiler 
room a small but very threatening blaze, 
caused from over-heated woodwork, was 
being kept under control by the engi- 
neer. The fire being close to the E. & 
N. railway yards, on which stood many 
carloads of dry cord wood, and to the 
Canada Paint Works, would have been 
very serious had it secured any head- 
way, but fortunately it was extinguished 
with less than $10 damage. 

Considerable curiosity has already 
been excited as to the destination of 
Saturday's excursion party, at whose 
service the handsome Joan has been 
placed by Messrs. Dunsmuir &. Sons. 
The idea of making the " sealed orders " 
a feature of the arrangements is decid- 
edly new and therefore attractive, while 
the fact that the trip is for the benefit of 
the Protestant Orphans' Home will in- 
duce many to patronize it who are not 
usually patrons of Saturday afternoon 
excursions. Nothing is being left un- 
done that will contribute to the con- 
venience and pleasure of the merry 
party. 

A dispatch to the Colonist from 
Comox announces that the flagship Im- 
perieuee received but slight injury by 
reason of her grazing on a rock in Na- 
noose bay last Saturday. In fact so 
little was she damaged that she con- 
tinued on her cruise as though nothing 
out of the common had happened, leav 
ing Comox Monday morning with the 
expectation of not returning to Esqui 
malt before Sunday next. A second ac- 
count of the mishap is to the effect that 
the ship was not under way at all when 
she touched the ledge, but simply swung 
against it while lying at anchor" waiting 
for the veil of fog to lift. 

Driving parties arriving in the city 
yesterday report that the bush tire on 
the Rocky Point road lias eaten back 
into the woods, where it is doing consid- 
erable damage to standing timber, al- 
though vehicular traffic is not incon- 
venienced by it us it was Saturday and 
Sunday. There is another big fire raging 
on the Sooke river road, while one or 
two of the smaller itlands of the Gulf 
are now reported to be in flames. On 
themainland, too, the forest fires con- 
tinue to work their annual loss, mining 
operations in several sections of Cariboo 
being at the present time practically 
suspended in consequence of the smoke 
and flames having driven the pros- 
pectors out of the mountains. 

British Columiiia is to be represented 
by an exhibit at ttie Spokane fruit show 
which is to be field from October (i to 17 
inclusive, at the same timeas the North- 
west mining convention. An invitation 
having been sent to this province to Bend 
exhibits, so as to make the show repre- 
sentative of the Pacific Northwest, in- 
cluding Oregon, Washington, Idaho and 
British Columbia, the Fruit Growers' 
Association chose the following commit- 
tee to make arrangements; Mes- 
srs. J, R. Anderson, deputy minister of 
agriculture, and K. M. Palmer, Victoria; 
Thomas G. Earl, Lytton; H. Kipp, 
Chilli wack; George Hadwen, Duncan; 
W. Henry, Hatzio; M. J. Moggridge, 
Hazlemere; E. Hutcherson, Ladner's; 
W. Crawley Ricardo, Vernon; and J. D. 
Pridham, ICelowna. This committee 
have undertaken the gathering of ex- 
hibits, and the agricultural societies and 
fruit unions of tlie province are co-oper- 
ating. Mr. J. R. Anderson, deputy 
minister of agriculture, has been ap- 
pointed a vice-president of the show, 
and Messrs. Thos. G. Earl and E.

A BY-LAW 

Respecting the Expenditure and Management of the Revenue and Money 
belonging to the Corporation. 

The Municipal Council of the Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts as follows:— 

Sec. 1. It. shall be lawful for the Tieasurer to pay from time to time the amounts 
which become necessary for the services mentioned in the Statement lettered A in the 
schedule hereto annexed. 

Sec. 2. It slial! be lawful for the Treasurer to pay from time to time such sums of 
money as arc named as being payable to the representatives of the Corporation men- 
tioned in the Statement lettered I! in the schedule hereto annexed : Provided that the 
sums in each case so paid during the year do not exceed in the aggregate the total sums 
of money therein stated, and that the Auditor has certified to the correctness of the 
amount payable by initialing the total sum of the voucher. 

Sec. .'!. It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to pay to each officer of the Corporation a 
sum of money not exceeding each month the sum mentioned as allowable to each said of- 
ficer, as tier detailed Statement lettered C, and votes numbered 08 tolil, inclusive, State- 
ment J in the schedule hereto annexed: Provided that the sum paid for each month's 
service is not in excess of the monthly sum named in the said statements (unless tho 
Council of the Corporation otherwise authorize) and provided that before making the 
payment the Auditor has certified to the correctness of the amount payable by initial- 
ing the total sum of the account. 

Sec. •!. It shall be lawful to pay such sums of money as may be authorized from time 
to time by resolution of the Council of the Corporation as are set forth in recommended 
requisitions, and for which warrants have been authorized by the Council to be issued 
for the services mentioned In the Statements lettered D. E. F, H, and Votes numbered 
37 to 49, both inclusive, and Votes numbered 53 to 55, both inclusive, in Statement let- 
tered G, and Votes numbered (12 to 05, both inclusive, in Statement lettered J in the 
schedule hereto annexed: Provided that before making the payment the Auditor has 
certified to the correctness of the amount payable by initialing the total sum of the ac- 
count, and that the Council has authorized tho payment, and that the sums paid and 
authorized are not in each case in the aggregate in excess of the sums named in the 
above votes and statements. ( . 

Sec. 5. Notwithstanding anything contained in the preceding section of this by-law, it 
shall be lawful to make the following payments prior to obtaining the authority from 
the Council by resolution or by issuance of a warrant:— 

{n). To any person who has been employed by order of or for the services connected 
with either Vote 10, Statement D, or Vote 3(j, Statement P, or Vote 01 or 01, Statement J 
or whose services are payable out of any moneys obtained by issue of debentures for a' 
special purpose,' and who has been discharged, or who lias left the employ of the Cor- 
poration: Provided that the Water Commissioner, or the. foreman, lias certified to the 
correctness of the payment on account of Vote numbered 19, Statement D, or that the 
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City Engineer has certified to the correctness of the paymcnton account of Vote num- 
bered 30, Statement P, or the Sanitary Inspector has certilied to the correctness of the 
payment on account of Votes numbered 0L or 04. Statement J, or the oflieer in charge ol 
the works has certilied to the correctness of the payment out of moneys obtained by the 
issue of debentures for u special purpose, and that the Auditor in each case has certilied 
to the correctness of the amount payable by Initialing the total sum of the account, but 
the Committee on Finance if such exists is to report all such payments as> soon as pos- 
sible thereafter to the Council. 

Sec. 0. It shall be lawful for the Treasurer to pay such sums of money for the services 
named in Votes numbered 50 or 51, Statement O, as the Mayor may direct: Provided 
that the i.ums paid are not in the aggiegate in excess of the sum hereby appropriated by 
the Council for the service, and the Auditor has marked his initials against the total 
amount of the voucher to certify to the same. 

Sec. 7. All payments made out of the municipal revenue for the current year, or out 
of moneys obtained under authority of the " Annual Loan By-law, 1893," are hereby 
ratified and continued. 

Sec. 8. The ollicer styled the Auditor, or the Treasurer, shall mean and include any 
person acting in either of those capacities, with the sanction and by the authority of 
the Municipal Council. 

Sec. 0. This By-law may be cited as the " Expenditure By-law, 1S90."

Encouraging Developments in the 
Vicinity of Ilossland and 
Trail Creek. 



The Handsomest Showings theJosie 
Ever Hud— Solid Copper Ore 
on Record Mountain. 



Causes of the Trouble — Religious 
Frenzy Worked Upon— Embit- 
tered by Oppressions. 

Bui.awayo, Aug. '25. — The mission of 
Hon. Cecil Rhodes to the Matabele is 
reported to be a, pronounced success. 
Cecil Rhodes inspired tho confidence of 
Matabele chiefs by going among them 
unarmed. They promise not to fight 
the English forces, provided Cecil 
Rhodes would agree to remain in the 
country and care for them. They also 
asked lor the removal of a prominent 
government official, whose conduct they 
complained of bitterly. Cecil Rhodes re- 
plied, telling them that the official refer- 
red to had already left the government 
service. He then asked the chiefs 
whether they were for peace or war. 
Two of the chiefs were brothers of Lo- 
bengula, the Matabele king, who was 
said to have been killed at the close of 
the Matabele war in 181)4. Secumbo, 
the leading chief, laid Ids gun and asse- 
gai before Mr. Rhodes and signified that 
they were in favor of peace. Cecil 
Rhodes promised to spare their lives, 
but said that the surrender must be un- 
conditional. At the conclusion of the 
conference Secumbo cried: "Go in 
peace, my father, greatest of chiefs." 
Alter describing the scene Cecil Rhodes 
is reported to have said: "It was to 
make live worth living." 

The war with the Matabele, which 
began in South Africa early in this year, 
in many respects resembled the early 
Indian wars iu America. Several hun- 
dred settlers in the more sparsely set- 
tled portions of Matabeleland were mur- 
dered by the natives. Survivors in the 
country districts quickly gathered in the 
larger towns and lines of defence were 
thrown up, while the existing fortifica- 
tions were garrisoned as strongly as pos- 
sible. The natives were at first com- 
manded by a son of the late King Lo- 
bengula. To the number of 20, 000 they 
gathered on the hills around Bulawayo, 
the principal town. 

To a considerable extent they were ac- 
tuated by a sort of religions frenzy, but 
other causes are said to have combined 
to bring about the trouble. Chief among 
these were the wrongdoings of the 
native police and the imposition by the 
South African Chartered Company of 
a hut tax on the 43,000 huts of "the 
natives of .Matabeleland. Thia tax the 
natives sternly resisted for many 
months, but the chartered company in- 
sisted upon this revenue being collected 
and refused to make any exceptions. 

London", Aug. 25. — Earl Cray, who 
was appointed to adminster the affairs 
within the jurisdiction of the British 
South African Company, believes that 
the surrender of the natives was prac- 
tically unconditional. 



TO REORGANIXE CHINA. 

How a Russian Statesman Proposes to 
Provide lor Its Future 
Government. 

London, Aug. 25. — The Daily Mail 
publishes an interview with an anony- 
mous Russian statesman, in which the 
latter is quoted as suggesting that Great 
Britain co-operate with Russia to re- 
organize China, Russia taking the bene- 
fits accruing in the northern half, nnd 
Great Britain in the southern half, by 
means of a great China company, which 
would form the nucleus ol a future gov- 
ernment, as in the case of India. The 
statesman interviewed says, in regard to 
the Franco-German alliance, that it is 
without real strength, and the love for 
it is all on the side of France, which 
Russia is utilising as a means of borrow- 
ing money. Russia, he adds, would 
much prefer England as an ally in the 
East. He speaks ol Li Hung Chang's 
tour as an endeavor of China to escape 
from Russian creditors, and pictures 
Europe vieing in servility towards Li 
Hung Chang, whose powers and position, 
he asserts, are not those of a statesman, 
but of a palace domestic.

(From tho Ilossland Record.) 
The Evening Star tunnel is now six 
feet into the vein and tho oro averages 
$20 per ton. The tunnel was run 147 '.J 
feet before the vein was cut, which 
proves that it dips at about an angle of 
45 degrees. The ore is highly silicious 
but carries a fair percentage of both iron 
and copper. Only one average sample 
has been taken and that went $20. The 
same ore on the foot wall on the surface 
only went $3 to $4, so that a chute of 
higher grade ore may bo expected before 
the hanging wall is reached. The shaft 
to connect with this tunnel is down 
about 12 feet. Owing to the dip of the 
vein it will have to be put down nearly 
100 feet to make the connection . The 
shaft shows six feet of ore between two 
well defined walls and the ore on the 
banging wall averages about $40 per 
ton. There are now between 75 and 100 
tons of shipping ore on the dumps of the 
Evening Star. 

The owners of the C. it C. are saying 
little, but are keeping right on at work. 
•The shaft is down 05 feet all in ore. For 
some distance it has beer, wider than 
the workings and is a solid sulphide of 
fine grain. The percentage of copper is 
very uniform, averaging from four to five 
per cent. Only one assay of silver was 
ever taken and that went ten ounces. 
The gold assays run all the way from a 
trace to :fS0, as they do in all the other 
big mines of the camp. 

The Novelty was sold last "Wednesday 
for $20,000. This claim is situated on 
the south slope of Bed mountain, ad- 
joining the California on the north. The 
work of developing the property had just 
been commenced. Tho sale was nego- 
tiated by .1. B. Jones, of Spokane. The 
work on the California bIiows a good 
vein of ore coming into it from the Nov- 
elty. The Novelty is crown granted and 
has therefore a perfect title. It' is a 
large piece of ground and has a strong 
surface showing. 

The east tunnel of the Josie, which 
originates on the Poorman fraction, no.v 
shows ten feet of solid sulphide ore, which 
leverages $00. It is the handsomest 
showing the Josie has ever had and has 
seldom been equalled in the camp. The 
War Eagle and La Roi are the. only 
mines in the cam]) which can bIiow ore 
bodies of such a width and grade. 

0. G. Labaree has arrived from Tor- 
onto and will at once begin work with a 
good force of men on the Mascot, Eldo- 
rado, Snow-shoe and Southern Belle, in 
addition to the properties he is already 
working. Before leaving the East he 
placed large orders for machinery with 
the K:ind Drill Company of Sherbrooke, 
Que., for use in these mines. 

.Mr. Gordon, of the Trail Mining Com- 
pany, has been making a number of 
tests of the ore from the Kootenay mine. 
The assays run from $8 to $50 and the 
average is above $25. This makes it a 
safe shipping ore. 

The O.K. compressor was brought up 
from Trail Tuesday and is being put in 
place. As soon as this new plant is in 
operation the O.K. will he heard from, 
as there is a great quantity of ore to be 
taken out. 

A shaft is being sunk on the east end 
of the Celtic Queen and is down about 
30 feet. The first, 2(1 feet was in drift, 
which is very heavy. The ledge was 
found wide ami strong and some very 
good ore is in sight. The indications lor 
a body of reasonably high grade ure are 
very good. 

Solid copper ore is now found in the 
Wallingford, on Record mountain. The 
improvement in the ore during the last 
few days has been very marked. There 
is hardly a doubt now that Record 
mountain is cut by at least one copper 
bearing ledge. 

Col. S. M. Wharton yesterday showed 
a Miner representative a letter from F. 
T. Ivelley, one of his partners in the Re- 
co mine near Sandon. In the course of 
his letter he Btates that No. (i tunnel 
lias for the past two weeks shown six 
inches of galena which will ship 700 to 
800 ounces in Bilver per ton. The No. '1 
tunnel shows from six to ten inches of 
ruby silver galena. Mr. Kelly estimates 
the 'amount of ore in sight at '$1,000,000. 

Olive Phillips-Wolley, provincial san- 
itary inspector, arrived iii Rosshuid 
Tuesday. He entered on the discharge 
of his duties at once, and is busily en- 
gaged in putting the town in good sani- 
tary condition. 

There is a prospect that the West Le 
Roi and Josie property will soon be rid 
of all its entanglements and sold to a 
strong company. There were large j 
transfers of the company's shares last 
week and it transpires that tin? Jones 
Warren wing have secured control, they 
now holding over four-fifths of the 
shares. 

The new blast furnace of the Trail 
smelter has a capacity of 150 tons a day, 
and when it is in operation the total 
capacity of the plant will be 450 tons. 
It is believed this will be sufficient to 
meet the present requirements of the 
camp, especially since three of the lead- 
ing mines are sending their ore to Nel- 
son. Tho Le Roi would alone be able to 
keep the Trail smelter running for many 
months with even its increased capacity 
of 450 tons a day, if the ore could be 
treated alone, but it is so silicious that 
ores having a greater percentage of cop- 
per and a greater percentage of iron are 
absolutely necessary. The Le Roi con- 
sequently ships a goodly percentage of 
its output to American smelters. The 
Josie output will now cut an important 
figure in the shipments from the camp. 
The ore body in the face of the tunnel 
running into the Josie from the Poor- 
man end is now so large and so solid 
that almost a carload is knocked down 
with each round of shots. And it may 
be added every carload of this ore is 
worth nearly $1,000. 

The new steam hoist for the Iron Mask 
is approaching completion. It is a su- 
perb piece of mechanicism, and it will 
liave plenty to do, for there are now five 
feet of solid, high grade ore in the Iron 
Mask shaft. 

The new shaft on the Josie. Mao in the 
South licit is down eight feet and tbn in- 
dications tire highly favorable for Bnd-

His Views as to tlie Relations Be- 
tween Canada and the 
United States. 



Joint Control of Canals— Fisheries, 
Alien labor Law and 
Other Topics. 



(From the Toronto Globe.) 
Chicago,- Aug. 10. — Tho Record prints 
in a Montreal letter an authoritative 
statement from Hon. Mr. Laurier re- 
garding the attitude of the new Adminis- 
tration in Canada towards the United 
States. The statement has been handed 
to the Associated Press and United 
Press, and will be extensively published 
in this country. It comes at a capital 
time, for Mr. McKinley is just opening 
his campaign. The Record's corres- 
pondent says: When 1 toid Mr. Laurier 
that the victory of the Liberal party in 
Canada and his appointment as Premier 
were considered good cause for congratu- 
lation in the United States, as they 
offered hope for more friendly relations 
between the two countries, ho smiled 
and said : 

"I appreciate tho kindly feeling of 
your people most sincerely, and I am 
sure their confidence lias not been mis- 
placed, Tho Liberal government which 
lias just taken office desires and intends 
to signalize its administration by a re- 
newal of neighborly relations with our 
friends across the border. As you have 
suggested, the relations between Can- 
ada and the United States havo not 
been as cordial for some time past as 1 
hope they will be in the future. Provi- 
dence has placed us in the position of 
neighbors, and we should strive to live 
side by side ou terms of mutual friend- 
ship and respect. Some years ago, 
when considerable friction had been 
created by the North Atlantic fishery 
troubles, I took an opportunity to say 
that tho question should be adjusted 
in a manner becoming an enlight- 
ened and friendly people, by tho 
simple process of give and take, and I 
do not see now why an arrangement 
should not be made resembling that 
effected under the treaty of Washington 
in 1871 and the treaty of 1854, whereby 
not only the ports but the inshore 
waters ol both countries were thrown 
open to the fishermen of both on equal 
terms, and the markets for tho fish of 
the two countries made equally free. 
That, it seems to me, would be the sen- 
sible way of settling the fishery ques- 
tion. The north Atlantic fisheries would 
be more valuable to the United States 
and Canada alike it some such arrange- 
ment were adopted. 

THK CANAL QUESTION. 

"Then," continued Mr. Laurier, in 
reply to a question, "as to the canal 
question, the American fleet upon the 
upper lakes now numbers many largo 
steamers. There are many vessels of 
-1,000 tons, and I hear that your ship- 
yards are turning out veBBels of even 
0,000 tons. The day of Binall steamers 
like that of the wooden Bailing ship has 
passed. Between Buffalo and Duluth 
there is a channel deep enough to ac- 
commodate vessels of twenty feet 
draught. We in Canada are aiming 
to make a channel of tbe same depth 
from Lake Erio through tho Welland 
canal and the canals below Kings- 
ton to Montreal, but the task is a for- 
midable one, owing to tho immense 
expense involved. Up to date wo have 
spent about $60,000,000 on our canals, 
the major portion on the Welland and 
St. Lawrence canals, which is a large 
sum for 5,000,000 of people, especially 
when it is considered that we have also 
contributed very liberally for railroads. 
It goea without saying that very great 
benefits would be conferred upon the 
farmers of tho western and northwestern 
States, no less of course than upon the 
farmers of the Canadian Northwest, if 
these great b tea mers could load at Port 
Arthur and Duluth and carry produce 
without breaking hulk, as they have to 
do now at the Welland and again at 
Present, right, through to Ogdensburg, 
Kingston, Oswego, Montreal or 
Quebec, and carry back mer- 
chandise and manufactures for 
the Western settlers at cheap 
rates. Farm produce is low the world 
over owing to the immense production 
which modern science — the self-binder, 
the railroad and the compound marine 
engine — has rendered possible, and, bc 
far as I can see, it is not likely to reach 
its former price for some time, if ever, 

A BUSINESS ARRANGEMENT. 

" You cannot, if I may be allowed to 
say so, help the farmer on this contin 
ent by any quack device. Von can do 
it only by cheapening tho cost of pro 
ducing the stuff and by reducing the 
expenso of getting it to the European 
market. A 2 1 -foot channel from Lake 
Superior and Luke Michigan to the At 
lantic ocean would reduce the coBt of 
what the farmer has to buy from the 
Eastern States and give him lower 
transportation rates for what he has to 
sell. I suppose, too, that a reduced rate 
on the lakes and the St. Lawrence water 
route would oblige the railroads north, 
that is in Canada, and south, that is in 
the United .States, to meet it with equally 
low rates to and from tho seaboard dur- 
ing tho season of navigation, so that tho 
farmer far inland from the route would 
experience equally tho good effects. 
Commissioners Iiiito been appointed by 
the governments of the two countries to 
consider the question of a deep-waterway 
system, and I am in hopes that a per- 
fectly feasible, scheme will shortly bo re- 
ported—a scheme that will enable tho 
United States to participate in the work 
and exercise a joint control without in 
any way compromising the sovereignty 
of Canada over its own territory. It 
should be a purely business arrange- 
ment, with iiothinc; political about it. 

TRADE RELATIONS, 

"As to closer trade relations, the Lib- 
erals have always been in favor of freer 
trade with the United StateB, and I am 
prepared to make an arrangement with 
your country for tho free exchange of 
such natural products and such manu- 
factured articles as may be mutually 
agreed upon. This question, together 
with those of deep waterways and fish- 
eries and the coasting trade of the lakes, 
should, it appears to me, be all taken up 
together and dealt with in a broad, seri- 
ous and comprehensive spirit, on one 
anvil.

two sections of the Anglo-Saxon family 
for their own good and the greater good 
of mankind." 

Editorially The Record says amongst 
other things : " This expression of policy 
by Canada's new Premier should be 
greeted by a like sentiment of friendli- 
ness on this side of the line. The whole 
Northwest will be specially pleased at 
the announcement of the friendly policy 
of the present Canadian government to 
the projects (deep waterways and reci- 
procity) which were favored by tho St. 
1'aul convention." 



MILITIA OFFICERS' TITLES. 

The General Officer Commanding Considers 
That They Should Be Used on 
All Occasions. 

A well known commanding officer in 
Eastern Canada wrote to Major Gen- 
eral Gascoigne asking his opinion "as to 
whether militia officers should be at all 
times known by their militia rank or 
only upon some occasions." The in- 
quirer pointed out that the officers' mili- 
tary responsibilities are continuous, as 
they are liable to be called upon at any 
moment to leave their regular business 
for military duty, and they are held ac- 
countable for thousands of dollars worth 
of stores. He proceeds: "Most of us 
only call ourselves by our rank when on 
duty or at some military function, and 
with tho same idea use two sets of 
visiting cards, one with plain Mr. So- 
and-So for privato and Bocial use, 
and another with Captain or Ma'or 
So-and-So when for calling on 
military personages or on our superior 
officers; and to havo to discriminate 
continually for fear of appearing pro- 
sumptuous or appearing to forco our 
rank on civilian society is neither a pro- 
per nor a pleasant position." General 
Gascoigne, writing in reply, says: "I 
have no hesitation in replying to your 
letter. I consider that nor only are mil- 
itia officers justified in using their mili- I 
tary rank on all occasions, but I go fur- 
ther, and hold that not to do so would 
be to imply that tlie value of tho dis 
tinction was not held by them in great 
esteem. In Canada there is but one 
military body to-day — the militia— and 
I hold, therefore, that in every way 
officers are bound to bo designated by 
their military rank."
